Effective with the release of data for January 2002, a new set of eapenditure we.ghts, using 1999-2000 Consumer Expenditure Survey data, replaced 
the 1993-95 weights formerly used in the CPI Ir addition, BLS mniends to update the expenditure weights used in the CPI every two years. For 
example. the index for January 2004 will use 201-2002 expenduure weights. and so on. Histoncally, expenditure weights used in the CPI were 


updated approxrmately every ten years
